2. Existing para 11 of the above scheme will be rep¬ 
laced by the following:— 

11. Allocation of categories not subject to specific 
limit in USA. * 

A specified quantity under categories not subject lo 
specific limits but subject to overall Group II limit 
in USA will be allocated on Past Performance En¬ 
titlement and FCFS Small Order systems; 55 per cent 
of the quantity will be allotted under Past Perform¬ 
ance Entitlement system and 45 per cent under FCFS 
Small Order system. All conditions applicable to 
allocation of sensitive items under the above systems 
will also be applicable to allocation of such categories. 
Such allocations will also be subject to any other con¬ 
ditions that may be stipulated in the event of limita¬ 
tions on exports being introduced on any of those cate¬ 
gories. Conversion of Past Performance Entitlements 
for items under specific or temporary restraint iato 
items not covered under such restraints and also con¬ 
versions among non-restrained items in terms of 
Square Yard Equivalence (SYE) may be permitted by 
the AEPC within the Group ceiling. 

3. Sub-para (i) and (ii) of para 15 will be substi¬ 
tuted by the following:— 

(i) In the case of Past Performance Entitlement, 

an exporter shall be required to furnish 
EMD|Bank Guarantee from 1-1-1985 on¬ 
wards at the rate of 5 per cent of the FOB 
value of not less than 50 per cent of his en¬ 
titlement. The last date for submission of 
this EMDjBG will be 31-12-1984. He should 
utilise 50 per cent of the Past Performance 
Entitlement on or before .30-4-1985. The 
unutilised portion of this entitlement can be 
carried over with an enhanced EMD Bank 
Guarantee of 15 per cent during the second 
period. In respect of the remaining 5(1 per 
cent or part thereof of Past Performance 
Entitlement, he shall be required t 0 furnish 
Performance Bond backed by a Bank Guar¬ 
antee! EVH to the extent of 10 per cent of 
the FOB value of export entitlement during 
the period from 1-5-1985 upto 15-10-1985. 
The Iasi dale for production of higher F,MD| 
Bank Guarantee at 15 per cent and 10 per 
cent would be 30-4-1985. An exporter may 
surrender pari or whole of his remaining 
entitlement on or before August 31, 1985, 
after payment of 50 per cent of the TMD| 
Bank Guarantee furnished by him for quan¬ 
tities so suriendercd. 

(ii) In the case of Manufacturer Exporters svslem, 

an exporter shall be required to furnish 
F,MD|Bank Guarantee from 1-1-1985 on¬ 
wards at the rate of 5 per cent of the FOB 
value of not less than 50 per cent of his 
entitlement. The rate oT EMD Bank Gua¬ 
rantee from 1-5-1985 hi 15-10-1985 shall 
be 10 per cent 1 of the TOR value of I he 
quantity carried ever by him from I -5-1<>85, 

4. All other provision, ef the scheme notified in 
Public Notice No. 2S-ETCfPN)|84 dated 15th Sep¬ 
tember, 1984 will remain unchanged.
